INITIAL COLLEGE 
ASSEMBLY HELD 

At the first meeting of the Jun¬ 
ior College assembly Dean Jenkins 
announced that the enrollment for 
the first^semester had reached 200 
as compared with last year’s 189. 
It was pointed out that T.J.C. now 
has the largest sophomore class in 
its history as well as the largest 
freshman class. 

During the meeting Dean Jen¬ 
kins introduced students coming 
from Canada, Arkansas, Louisiana, 
Oklahoma and Missouri. Eight 
students come from Brownsboro, 
he announced, and transcripts have 
been received for students from 
San Antonio, Teague, Rockdale, 
Winona, Troup, Whitehouse, Bul¬ 
lard, Flint, Arp, Pearly, Murchi¬ 
son, Athens, Newcastle, Golden, 
Winnsboro, and other nearby 
towns. 

Among those students enrolled 
are 21 who receive financial aid 
from N.Y.A. and 12 who are em¬ 
ployed by the public school sys¬ 
tem ris assistants and secretaries, 
and three hold scholarships cover¬ 
ing full tuition. In addition to the 
Mattie L. Jones scholarships 
awarded to one boy and one girl 
each year on the basis of merit, 
the En Avant Club, a literary or¬ 
ganization having welfare work as 
one phase of its program, offers 
full scholarship to one girl, ac¬ 
cording to the same plan. Edna 
Maynard was winner of this year’s 
award. Morris Daniels and Anne 
Marie. Richbourg hold the Mattie 
Jones scholarships. 

Representatives from each of the 
following .extra-curricular activi¬ 
ties gave brier talks 'Concerning* 
their characteristics: Law Club, 
W.A.A., Phi Theta Kappa, Girl’s 
Forum, Engineer’s Club, Girls' 
Glee Club, Men’s Quartet, the 
Apache Pow-Wow, and the Year¬ 
book.

For a long time the students of T.J.C. have been clamor¬ 
ing for permission to sponsor all-college dances. We, and 
those students before us, have not understood why we should 
be deprived of that activity which adds so much to college 
life in senior colleges and universities all over the country; 
we have resented being treated as mere high school stu¬ 
dents; but we have had hopes that some day the need for 
such an activity would be recognized. That need has been 
recognized and the privilege of sponsoring exclusive, non¬ 
profit, all-college dances has been granted.

ADVERTISING IS PUT 
ON PAYING BASIS 


SPORTS HERE AND THERE • 


Dear Reader: 

This is another article on the 
value of advertising:. Read further 
—it may be of value to you. 

Twenty-six years ago a study of 
•advertising was made by a man 
using the students of two major 
universities. Both universities 
taught in the political economy 
departments that advertising was 
an economic waste. 

One said: “It is economically un¬ 
desirable to create new human 
wants and, since advertising cre¬ 
ates new wants, it is wasteful.” 

The other said: “The creation 
of new wants is desirable, but ad¬ 
vertising is not the most efficient 
way to create new wants; hence it 
is wasteful.” 

Then this person, not satisfied 
with these doctrines, went to the 
students of the two universiies to 
get their view on the matter. The 
students said, “Only the prof, be¬ 
lieves his thesis; the students be¬ 
lieve in advertising.” And still to 
find out niox r^^i^ced a firm 
manager what he thought about 
advertising. The manager said, “I 
wish my competitors would surren¬ 
der the advertising field to me. I 
can make more money.” 

Whether or not economists are 
still lecturing to unbelieving stu¬ 
dents that advertising is an eco¬ 
nomic waste, at least it is certain 
that today many of our great col¬ 
leges are offering courses in ad¬ 
vertising and that thousands of 
students are eagerly studying the 
practical side of advertising. 

Twenty-five years ago people 
would ask, “Does advertising pay?” 
Few manufacturers today ask that 
question. The evidence is over¬ 
whelming. 

Out of 1,148 makes of passenger 
cars that have tried to exist in 
America only 26 have survived. 
These 26 that survived have spent 
a total of $32,791,440 for magazine 
advertising in the last five years. 
Even though these manufacturers 
did spend a great amount for ad¬ 
vertising, facts show that these 
firms have not only survived but 
have made a great amount of 
profit. 

We have abundant evidence that 
advertising has increased volume, 
and reduced prices to consumers. 

Due to advertising in the past 
25 years, the $1,500 advertised au¬ 
tomobile has become a much finer 
automobile at $600; the $50 cam¬ 
era has become a superior one at 
$17.50. The box camera at $8.00 
has become an improved camera 
at $1.00. the 25c can of soup has 
become a better can of soup at 
10c. Twenty years ago a tire that 
would run 2,500 miles cost $25.00 
—a cent a mile. Today a tire cost¬ 
ing $12.00 frequently runs 25,000 
or even 30,000 miles—about 1-25 
of a cent a mile. 

Improved Our Diving 

Fourteen years ago a few thou¬ 
sand people with radio sets costing 
from $100 to $500 could startle 
their friends by a voice over the 
ether; today more than 20,000,000 
homes have radios. Oranges which 
a few years ago were presents in 
the Christmas stocking, today are 
a staple item of food, and millions 
of babies daily enjoy their glass 
of orange juice. 

We can go on to mention the 
vacuum cleaners, long-distance 
telephone rates and an almost end¬ 
less list of commodities and serv¬ 
ices. 

It looks as though advertising 
has transformed American life. 
Advertising got the cat out of the 
cracker barrel and brought about 
the modern grocery store with its 
food in sanitary packages. Adver- 
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Favorites for the District 9 grid 
title Sunday were breathing a bit 
easier following close one-touch- 
down victories in week end tilts, 
while two new threats for the 
championship moved into the defi¬ 
nite “dark horse” class.”

tising rescued the housewife by 
telling her of labor-saving devices. 
Advertising has saved countless 
lives by selling better refrigeration, 
by getting dust out of homes, by 
promoting health-giving foods, by 
suggesting more healthful clothing, 
better beds and better ventilation. 

Advertising cominced each of us 
that an automobile was made for 
him and that we, ordinary citizens 
without engineering training or 
special aptitude in mechanics, 
could drive a powerful engine on 
the highway. Thus a continent was 
transformed by the building of $2,- 
000,000,000 worth of fine highways 
and today more than half of all 
American families enjoy individual 
transportation second only to the 
magic carpet of the sultan’s dream. 

“But,” says the skeptic, “would 
this not have come without adver¬ 
tising?” 

To which the answer comes: 

Without advertising such chang¬ 
es would have come slowly, if at 
all. It was advertising which cre¬ 
ated in the minds of the masses 
the thought that new products 
were intended for them. It was 
purchases by people induced to 
buy through advertising which low¬ 
ered costs and brought prices with¬ 
in reach of all. Thus it was ad¬ 
vertising which, within the mem¬ 
ory of men not yet 40, produced 
a revolution in better living such 
as had not occurred in centuries. 

Mr. Charles Coolidge Parlin, an 
authority on advertising, was once 
asked by a banker to show what 
his company would get out of 12 
advertisements. Mr. Parlin re¬ 
plied: 

“When your boy returns from 
high school tonight ask him to 
show you with pencil and paper 
what he got out of the day in 
school. You will have difficulty 
in finding an adequate return for 
a day of his life and, a few dollars 
of your money. Shortly he will go 
to college. At the end of the first 
year, ask him to show you what 
he got out of that year. You will 
have difficulty in seeing that kis 
accomplishment was worth a year 
of his life and $2,0 00 of your mon¬ 
ey. Yet I believe that, if your son 
will apply himself faithfully for 
four years in college, he will get 
out of it that which will be well 
worth four years of his life and 
$8,000 of your money. So with ad¬ 
vertising. Advertising is a process 
of education. To understand ad¬ 
vertising, as to understand educa¬ 
tion, requires a vision of the in¬ 
tangible.” 

Advertising needs time. You can¬ 
not bring a ten-year-old child to 
maturity in one year. 

In the long^ run advertising does 
pay. 
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The Tyler Lions won their third 
straight victory Friday night by 
defeating the Palestine high school 
Wildcat eleven 13 to 7 before ap¬ 
proximately 3,000 fans.

With these first-stringers 
back in the contest, the Palestine 
eleven failed to score in the third 
quarter ,as did the Lions. 

Coming from behind in the 
fourth period, Tyler again struck 
pay dirt when James Rodgers 
swung around left end for the ex¬ 
tra point and the scoring was over, 
leaving the Lions on the heavy end 
of a 13-to-7 victory. 

Rodgers received a shoulder in¬ 
jury in the latter part of the 
fourth quarter and w r as taken to 
a hospital for treatment. Coach 
Hennig said that Rodgers would 
be out of play for three or four 
weeks. 

The Lions ran into trouble from 
the start but due to the constant 
yard gains by Rodgers, Cooney, 
Jones and Roberts, the valiant 
Wildcat forwards were gradually 
repulsed. 

Little Jack Wiggington was the 
only gainer in the Wildcat back- 
field, and he was obviously a 
marked man. Standouts in the Pal¬ 
estine line were Preston Howard, 
Arthur Howard, Johnny Davis and 
Bill Chapman. 

In the Lions’ backfield it was 
Walter Roberts who dealt the Pal¬ 
estine forwards the most trouble. 
With nice blocking by his mates 
the Lions’ 142-pound quarterback 
made many nice gains. Mumford, 
Wade and Hawkins played a good 
defensive game for the locals.
